Wheeling. ,luue 11.— The Oliio militia 
in osmp at Wbeelin;:; Creek, three miloB 
we«t of the river, were fired on by some 
persons in the hillu at fre<|uent intervals 
Batardajr night, from midnight till 
morning, and in a few caaee the eentinels 
retnrned the fire, bat so tmc M known 
nu bloodshed resulted. 

Sunday momitag strikers bomed 144 feet 
of a wooden bridge at Goshen, west of 
Wheeling Creek. No coal ooold therefore 
be moved until the bridge was repaired. 
About 4 p. m„ three dooble-header 
trains war* sent west, icompoeed in all 
of4Soan. Thara wtti ao affni to atop 
them. 

At tba OMnp of the West Virginia 

militia the day was a cun)]>aratively 
quiet one. The morning piwa d quietly 
until 11 o'clock, vviicn a message from 
Moundsville toM of a blockade by 
anuinber of mmei-s alK>ve the town. 
Three companies of the First regiment 
Idft Immediately. The obetmotionistH 
dispaned on the arrival of the troops, 
but one, Charles Davis, was arrested 
and brought to Wlieuling chiirgod with 
obstructiukc tliu United Statea mail. Tiio 
crowd aroiiml the camp all day wha 
large and at times disorderly, hut no 
spedal troohle reenlted. 

TlWCtl* ISunit'tt Near New riiilutlrlpliin. 

Clevklanu, June 11. Saturday night 
two men, who had been placed on guard 
at a trestle on the Cleveland. Lovuin and 
Wheeling railroad, near New Philadel- 
phia, O., were driren away by a mob of 
about 400 men. The trestle, which was 
about 60 feet long, was set on fire and 
nearly destroyed. Th' railroad com 
panr expresses the fear tliat other 
magea in that vicinity will ba burned, 
and the sheriH of Tuscarawas county 
has sworn in a large nombeir of deputy 
sheritte to guard the property. 

Ttvo Solillero AocUleiitully Iiijiiretl. 

GL£.ncok, ()., ,Iune 11.- Charles Hos- 
sler and Edward Smith of Canton, 
members of the Eighth regiment, were 
injured here Saturday afternoon. The 
men w«ra on guard at the tracks when 
an engine pafased, exploding a torpedo 
signal. FraguientH of the shell pene- 
trarad Hosaler's leg to a considerable 
depth. Tha injury is painful, but it is 
thought not dangarons. Smith'a arm 
was somewhat Kratchad.

Third street. Segall was out visit i'lg at 
the tiin<\ but bis v/ife, mother and 
year-old daughter were at home. The 
elder Mrs. Seg.iU was carrying a lamp 
when it exploded. The side of the build- 
ing was blown out, and the wall 
tumbled over on the roof ol a :.'-stor)' 
»nd ba-sement house adjoimiii;, occu- 
pied by William Lut7., Ins wite and four 
children. They were at supper in the 
baaement when the roof tell in with a 
crush, demolishing the upper portion of 
the house and crushing m the parlor 
ceiling. The family wt:ie rescj^ed. 

An adjoining house caught fire and 
several persons were injured in jumping 
to the fire cscaiie, othein were badly 
burned and bruised. 

John Dnane rescued the Sogall family 
at the risk of his own life, lie carried 
old Mrs. Segali down the rear lire ea^ 
cape, and then returned for her dauglT 
ter-in-la\v and grandehild. 

FOREST F IRES IN MICHIGAN. 

Oee TnwB CeaipUlaIr Wiped On», of Mx- 
lateaoe end Otiier OHrnKge Do««. 

Marqubttk, Mich., June 11.— De- 
structive forest tirt s aro ragiuij; in the 
neighborhood of Nestoria. ■'in niileb west 
of here. Two bridges i.n the South shore 
road near here were burueil late yester- 
day, stopping traiiic to Duluth, and a 
hard tight was uacessarj' to protect the 
company's property at Nestona. The 
bun^ng district' covers an area of a mile 
wide and hve miles long, and the de- 
struction to timber must be enormous. 

Similar big firea extend southward at 
intervals for many miles. Sagolla. a 
nnall lumbering village of 4UU inhabi- 
tants, was completely wiped oat Satur- 
day night, and a freight train ou tbe 
Milwaukee and- Northern, passing 
through there, waa set on fire and sev- 
eral cars burned.

A crowd of Poles 
and Bohemians became intu.\icuted at a 
dunce at a ball at the o»jrner of Forty- 
eighth and Good Speed streets last night, 
and alwat midnight when a party of 
or '-J0 left the hall for their homes they 
became involved in a row with a number 
of people they met along tbe street. The 
result waa that two were killed and four 
were seriously injure<l. 

Tbe dead are: Peter Getz, Pole, 
stabbed in th« heart, and Frank Glune- 
ski, Pole, stabbed through the lung. 

The injured are: John Jersea, stabbed 
in the neck and head; injnrisa serious; 
Jolut Jersea, Jr., knife wound in the 
haad; senously hurt; Martha Jersea, aged 
17, stabbed in face and head; injuries 
serious, and Frank Oluneski, Jr., stabbed 
twice in head; may die.

COKE TRDGE ESDED. 

War Again Breaks Out In tho 
Pannsylvania Regions 



BATTLB rOU0HT ON SUNDAY. 

One Striker Killed, Two Others Dying and 
Another Bodlr Woandod— Tlio Itattle 

Wan llotwi-en Six .\rni<"<l Hepilflc-n on 
One MIde and » Mob of Strikers on the 
Other— Details of the Battle. 

Uniontown, Pa., June 11.— The truce 
is ended, and again the nrmed deputies 
in tho coke regions have made a killing. 
One striker killed in his Imots. two oth- 
ers dying and another shot through is 
the result of the battle yesterday at Le- 
mont. There wi-r- si.x deputies on one 
side and a mob ot strikers on the other. 
I 'nbiasetl testimony is to tho etlect that 
the mob not only provoked but compelled 
the deputies to hro on them, after the 
strikers had compelled them to rt.treat, 
and had fired several shut.s at them. 

The cireninstances that led up ti> this 
latest uf the many tragedies of thecoke 
region were developing since Saturdfiy 
atternoou. Four American workmen, 
John Delaney, Oliver Attleby. John 
Britt and James Furlough, who live at 
Leisenring, have been working at the 
Frick Coke company's valley works for 
«ome time. They came to New Haven 
yaturday afternoon, where they were to 
take the Leisenring electric road for 
home, where they have not been for a 
month. ' As soon as they alighted troni 
the train at New Haven tuey were sur- 
rounded by a mob of several hundred 
strikers. 

The striltera first be:it the four workmen 
and then put tags on them bearing the 
inscription "blacklegs;" also covering 
them with chalkinarka. They then 
enan h(>d their prisonfrs to all the works 
on the lino from New Haven south, 
holding them up as decorated samples 
of "scabs" for the revi lings and aouse 
everywhere. Tho four prisoners were 
subjected to all manner of insults and 
indignities, to such an e.ttent that man}' 
of the more rational strikers protesteil 
that it waa cruel and cowardly for so 
many men to assail four helpless fallows 
ill that way. 

The I'rick Coke company was in- 
formed of the perilous position their 
workmen were in. Field Deputy Matt 
Allen and si.T men were sent to N<;W 
Haven on the evening train. They were 
misled by false informaticm, and it was 
daylight \.'hen the sijuail of tired depu- 
ties reached Lament, where the fight 
took place. They had been joineil by 
Superintendent Slater of tha Leisenring 
plant, who had helped in the all-night 
bunt. 

Not long after daylight the men be- 
gan to assemble on the commons by the 
hundred. They enga^ iu the wildest 
demonstrations, and it is thought that 
they then had the four captives In their 
possession. When the deputies were 
discovered the mob raised a howl and 
surrounded them. Many of the strikers 
had revolvers, and all can-ied clubs. 
They moved agiUnst tha deputiea, who 
retreatad nndMr a ahowar of clnla and 
stones. 

Ridingnpto tlra advandnf crowd of 
miners, I)epnty Allen told them to buck, 
saying ha cud not want any ti-onble and 
that there would ba trouble if he or his 
men wer« attacked and injured. Tbe 
answer to Allen wai a general yell, and 
one of the strikers covered him wilii his 
pistol and fired. Tha shot was a dose 
shave for the ton of Allen's head. The 
deputiea opened fire together and the 
stnkers stood to it and fought gamely. 
The first shots were fired by them, and 
they fired us coolly and as rapidly as did 
the deputies, and they kept closing in on 
the men who were using the Winches- 
ters until thmr were driven to the ex- 
treme mid of the company's groimd 
where th«y made a stand. 

By that time three of the striken were 
down and several others wounded. The 
stilkera began at once to carry away 
their wonndad. Tbe dead mun and two 
who were fatally wounded were left ic 
tbe roud where thoy fell. The nnmbei 
of wounded may not be known for sev- 
eral days, aa uiey will be concealed 
where Concealment is possible. Allen 
estimates that 30 or 60 shots ware fired 
by both sides. 

The two Slavs who were fatally shot 
can hve but a short time. The names 
of the dead and wounded can't be 
learned as yet. Nobody but the strikers 
knew them, and they refused to tell who 
the men were or give any information ot 
any kind under any cir( umstancea. 

Deputies, armed with search war- 
rHuts. have been going through all the 
lionses in the vicinity, but not a trace of 
the four men held ati prisoners by the 
strikers has been seen, and it is feared 
that they have been murdered by the 
striken in revenge for the loss of the 
men hurt in yesterday's battle. Twelve 
arrests have been made and at least 30O 
more will follow. 

All over the south end of tbe region 
the old turbulent spirit is astir, audit is 
noticeable that tbe lawless element is in 
the lead now and the conservative lead- 
ers and counsellors are unheeded. If 
the affair does not predpitate another 
reign of terror in tne ooke region the 
signs ara all wrong.

June IL- Alnrnt ."i 
o'do. 1 yesterday aftfrnoon tire 
discovered in the thinl Hoor of the build- 
ing owneil and occupied by the Key- 
stone Implement company. bilT to l.'V21 
West Thirteenth street. Tbe fire had 
been burning quite a while before th ^ 
department Hrrived on tbe spot, and the 
dames hail gotten bevoud control. 

The burning building was a 4-story 
brick and was stosked with all sorts of 
farming implements as well us hamea<<, 
etc. The firemen worked hard to con- 
fine the flames to the Keystone building, 
but tbe stock of paints and oils fed tha 
flames which ouickly communicated to 
the Bnford and (George Manufacturing 
company s building, 1811 to 1815 on 
the east. This firm also manufactures 
agricultural implements and their atock 
was a large one. The department fought 
the flames from all sides and succeeded 
in keeping the fire within the two stmo- 
tures named, but both bailding and oon. 
tents were entirely dflstrojad. tvan tba 
walla having fallen. 

Abont 0 (fdock the weat wall of the 
Kevstona bnilding fell and crushed in an 
adjoiningframe dwelling occupied by 
CharleaPiercey. Tbe family had left 
thdr home and were thus saved from 
instant death. The brick house occu- 
pied by Jesper P. Hope was also cmidiad 
and Hu. Hope waa sevaraly injnrad. 

Jamea Dcmnelly of Hook and Laddar 
company Na 1 was alao oaoght iinder 
the falling wall, and Ua iajuriae are 
seriotu. His pelvic bone waa teactored 
and ha was burned about the head. 

Pat Ahem, another fimuan, was 
slightly injured. 

WUliam Raddl anffered the disloca- 
tion of bis ( ollarbone and he was se- 
verely injured about the chest. 

About < :80 another nart of the wall 
fell and Jamea Marvin was injured 
about the hips.

180,000: Bufbrd and George Manufae 
turing cf)mpany. loss, ttlHO,000; insur- 
ance, 1,000.

He said tliat tin- understanding 
for five minute speeches would not be 
continued when the woolen sclie lule 
Would be reached, and he e.xiiressed the 
opinion that three or bnir days" debate 
would l o necessary bi l ire th" W'>ol and 
woolen schedule is act' d upon. Home of 
the 1 )einocratic leaders think the sched- 
ule inav be di»po.sed of in two da\ s. 

This schedule will develoji one nt li.e 
most important debates connected with 
the bill. Next to the duty (-n su,'ar 
free wool has attracted more att'-ntion 
than any otuer item in the liill. and 
there can lie no dobiit that many K 'puh- 
lican senators will make speerh'-s vi_'or- 
ously a-nailiiig tho Denincratic po-ition.
